With an overwhelming preponderance of 


Free State mtn and sentiments in Kansas, 
there has been nt no time the least chance 
for the permanent establishment of Slavery 
in that territory—-provided these Free State 
men and sentiments could have fair play- 
provided they were not trodden under the 
the swinish feet of slave-driving ruffians, 
from Missouri and elsewhere, backed by the 
arms and influence of the Federal govern- 
ment.

memory of the exodus of the British troops 
from this city at the close of the Revolution, 
1783, it h is this year had a double observ- 
ance, by the usual parade of the military, 
and the procession and ceremonies connect- 
ed with the-inauguration of the monument 
to the memory of General -Worth, at Mad- 
ison Square, and the transfer of that officer's 
remains from Greenwood Cemetery to their 
final resting-place beneath the monument.

the military forces, civil authorities, masonic 
lodges, etc., with a very superb obituary dis- 
play, the catafalque (or funeral car) being 
drawn by sixteen white horses, and the fa- 
mous 71st Regiment serving as a guard of 
honor. The procession was above a mile 
and a half in length, and moved to the tol- 
ling of bells and mournful music by the mil- 
itary bands. The Address, at the monument, 
was by Mr. Mayor Wood, and merely re- 
counted Gen. W.'s achievements.—A wag 
said that it was no wonder the British 
evacuated the city, Nov. 25,1783, if it vra« 
as cold that day as it was yesterday. 


A regular earthquake demonstration, 


against thefurther rule of Mayor Wood and 
his confederates, was had last evening, by 
the allied hosts of Tiemarites, at the Acade- 
mv of Mijfc in 14th street.—Ex-Mayor 
Havemeyer presided; the hall was overflow-
